Sir : I have the honor to submit herewith the Annual Report 
of the Bureau of Customs, containing a compilation of the re- 
turns of commerce, navigation, immigration and emigration of 
the Islands for the year 1921, compared with those of the pre- 
vious years, together with a brief statement of the other ac- 
tivities of the Bureau. 

FOREIGN COMMERCE 

The year 1921 closed with a balance of trade against the 
Islands, the value of the imports being 1*231,677,148 and the 
exports 1*176,230,645, as compared with 1*298,876,565 and 
1*302,247,711, respectively, for the preceding year. It will be 
seen that the difference between these figures is markedly and 
largely in favor of the year before. The unfavorable trade 
balance was not unexpected, considering the general business 
depression prevailing the world over. 

The foreign commerce of the Islands in general, however, has 
been steadily increasing since the American occupation to the 
close of 1921, a period of 23 years, as will be seen by comparing 
the value of trade during the first twelve years with that of 
the period from 1911 to 1921. From 1899 to 1910 the value 
of the foreign trade of the country amounted to 1*1,455,560,816, 
as compared with 1*3,515,486,829 during the period from 1911 
to 1921. 

While the balance of trade was against the Islands up to 1904, 
the development of commerce continued until 1903, when the 
total trade amounted to 1*132,416,260. As against this amount, 
business suddenly declined in 1904, when the value of the total 
trade amounted to 1*117,454,462 only. Economic conditions of 
the Islands came to its normal level the following year, when the 
total trade reached the sum of 1*127,010,648. From 1905 to 
1909 the balance of trade was in favor of the Philippines, al- 
though the value of imported and exported merchandise re- 
mained stationary. In 1910 the importation exceeded the ex- 
portation of local products, thus turning the trade balance 
against the country. This condition continued for four years 
up to the close of 1913, when the Islands began to export more 
than what was purchased for consumption therein, the trade 
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having turned its balance against the country during 1919 and 
1921 only.

RKCEIPTS AM) KXPKNIMTURES 

Customs collections during the year showed a decrease of 
5.03 per cent compared with the previous year. The gross 
amount collected was 1*16,863,064.14, as against 1*17,757,865.34 
for 1920. The decrease is due to the fact that a large portion 
of the total importations were cleared free of duty under section 
12 of the Philippine Tariff Act of 1909 (free trade with the 
United States), and to the dullness in the local market resulting 
in decreased importations of dutiable goods, rice in particular, 
with the consequent falling off in the collections from this source. 

The expenses on the other hand amounted to 1*1,505,877.62, or 
an expenditure of 1*.089 for every peso collected. 

Internal-revenue taxes collected by this Bureau on imported 
merchandise showed an increase of 11.83 per cent over those 
of 1920. The taxes so collected amounted to 1*3,712,326.72, as 
against 1*3,319,404.50 for the preceding year. The increase is 
due to the fact that goods subject to this tax originating in the 
United States are not upon entry exempted therefrom. It is 
also due to increased importations of the following merchandise 
subject to said tax: Distilled spirits, including perfumery, 
medicines and other articles containing alcohol; fermented, 
liquors; chewing tobacco; smoking tobacco; cigarettes (Amer- 
ican) ; matches; playing cards; cinematographic films; and 
lubricating oil. 
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FOREIGN CARRYING TRADE 

Less ships called at Philippine ports of entry during the 
year than during 1920. There was in 1921 a total of 354 ves- 
sels, with an aggregate net tonnage of 1,272,779.77, engaged 
in the carrying of products to and from the Philippines, as 
compared with 450 during 1920, with a total registered net 
tonnage of 1,400,555.44. It is to be noted that British, Dutch, 
Spanish, and Swedish bottoms increased in comparison with 
the previous year, while vessels of other nationalities, including 
American and Japanese, the two great maritime powers, de- 
creased in number. This is shown in the following table :

While from 1918 to 1920 American vessels were leading in 
the transportation of merchandise to and from the Philippine 
Islands, in 1921 British ships went ahead and carried products 
to the value of 1*169,723,340, against 1*139,015,672 carried in 
American bottom. This is clearly due to the increase of British 
tonnage. The value of goods carried in Japanese vessels was 
1*49,916,812; in Dutch boats, 1*19,517,779; in Spanish ships, 
1*6,316,814; and in vessels of Philippine registry, 1*3,864,339. 

Of the goods sent to the islands for consumption those trans- 
ported by British vessels had the greatest value, amounting to 
1*109,387,341. American vessels carried ^74,809,502 worth of 
our imports, while those carried in Japanese ships cost 
1*29,169,887. Dutch vessels brought in 1*6,314,435 worth of 
merchandise, while vessels under Philippine registry imported 
products to the value of 1*3,379,522. The value pf goods im- 
ported in Spanish boats amounted to 1*1,304,940. 

On the other hand American vessels were leading in the trans- 
• portation of domestic products abroad, the value of our exports 
carried thereon being 1*64,206,170, as against ^60,335,999 ex- 
ported on British ships. Japanese vessels carried 1*20,746,925 
worth of our exports. Dutch boats transported our products 
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to foreign markets amounting to 1*13,203,344 in value, while 
Spanish and Philippine vessels, respectively, carried 1*1,788,182 
and 1*484,817 worth of our exports. 

IMPORTS 

Except when compared with those for 1919 and 1920, impor- 
tations of the Islands during 1921 are the largest since 1899. 
The United States supplied 64 per cent of the total imports, or 
1*148,260,030, which amount is less than that recorded for 1920. 
Japan sent to this country 9.18 per cent of our total imports, 
or 1*21,269,531, as compared with 1*32,178,231 for the previous 
year, while from China came 8.24 per cent, or 1*19,096,018, a3 
against 1*21,487,364 in 1920. The value of our imports from the 
United Kingdom was 1*8,596,964, compared with 1*10,379,596. . 
It will be seen that, as was the case with the United States, 
imports from these two countries during the year showed a 
decline. Slight decreases are also noticeable in the importations 
from other countries, except from a few of them, particularly 
Germany, importations from which showed a large increase 
over the preceding year, the figures being 1*1,250,200 and 
1*693,526, respectively.

The larger portions of these goods consisted of machinery 
of all classes, which amounted in value to 1*18,946,957, of which 
^16,387,860 represented the value of machinery imported from 
the United States; bars or rods of iron, amounting to 19,538,791 
kilos, valued at 1*3,395,632, of which 18,019,688 kilos, valued 
at 1*3,146,695, came from the United States and 1,329,460 kilos, 
valued at 1*199,468, from Japan; and firearms amounting to 
17,783 pieces, valued at 1*1,094,739, of which 16,732 pieces, 
valued at 1*1, 091,415, were imported from the United States.

The largest portion of importations of this kind consisted of 
illuminating oil, which amounted in quantity to 65,567,220 liters, 
valued at 1*9,014,714, of which 60,010,085 liters were imported 
from the United States at a total cost of 1*8,259,162. Other 
kinds of oils, such as naphthas, lubricating, and residuum, also 
came from the United States in immensely larger quantities than 
from other countries. However, the largest portion of crude 
oil importations originated in the Dutch East Indies.

Coal. — Importations of coal during the year showed a decline 
compared with the previous year. The quantity imported 
amounted to 461,889,328 kilos, valued at ^6,987,004, as against 
540,055,501 kilos for 1920 valued at ^10,792,077. As in pre- 
vious years Japan was in 1921 the Islands' principal source of 
supply of coal. All other countries except the United States, 
sent to this country less quantity of coal than in 1920, notably 
the French East Indies, from which practically none was im- 
ported.

Cigarettes were the most important in respect to value 
amongst imports of tobacco products, there having been im- 
ported from the United States 230,538,831 pieces, valued at 
F2,175,269. Leaf tobacco for wrapping purposes in the manu- 
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facture of cigars, amounting to 105,773 kilos and valued at 
1*570,881, was imported from the United States, while from the 
Dutch East Indies came 49,292 kilos, valued at f*518,886. 

Foddstuff. — f*44,265,418 worth of food products, including 
meat and dairy products and rice, was imported during the 
year.

EXPORTS 

There was a decline of 42 per cent in the export trade of 
the Islands, the value thereof being 1*176,230,645, as compared 
with 1*302,247,711 in 1920. The decrease is due to the falling 
off in the price of the principal staples of the country sent to 
foreign markets. 

Fifty-seven per cent of the total export trade of the Islands 
went to the United States, and 43 per cent was distributed 
among other countries. The export trade with all countries, 
including the United States, showed a decrease, except the 
following which imported more goods from the Islands than 
during the preceding year:

Sugar. — The most important article sent out of the country 
during the year was sugar, the quantity exported being 
289,876,158 kilos at a total cost of ^51,037,454. In 1920 the 
quantity exported was only 180,340,670 kilos, but this was 
valued at l P99,238,520, or at an average price of f*.55 per kilo, 
as against 1M8 per kilo of the quantity exported in 1921. The 
falling off in price of this staple is therefore evident. 

There were three classes of sugar exports, namely, centrifugal, 
raw, and refined. To the United States was sent almost all 
of our centrifugal sugar, while Hongkong, Japan, and China 
consumed large quantities of raw sugar. Most of the refined 
sugar was exported to the British East Indies. The following 
tables show the distribution of these articles amongst the dif- 
ferent countries:

Coconut oil. — More coconut oil was exported during the year 
than in 1920, but the value of the former was less than that 
of the latter. The quantity so exported was 90,292,242 kilos, 
valued at 1*32,103,036, or an average price of 1*0.36 per kilo, 
as against 77,571,405 kilos exported in 1920, valued at 
1*46,537,775, or an average cost of f*0.60 per kilo. It is therefore 
evident that the price of this commodity has declined consider- 
ably. 

Notwithstanding the falling off in the price of coconut oil 
in foreign markets, the export trade of this commodity to all 
countries showed an increase, with the exception of Spain and 
Belgium, which countries imported from the Islands no coconut 
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oil when they made an appreciable demand of this 'article the 
year before. The following table shows the consumption of 
our coconut oil exports in the different markets of the world 
during the year:

— These consist of cigars, cigarettes, leaf 
tobacco, smoking tobacco, etc. The export trade of cigars and 
cigarettes showed a large decrease, while that of leaf tobacco 
showed a slight improvement.

Embroideries. — Embroidery exports during the year showed 
a decline of 31 per cent in value, from ^=15,623,567 in 1920 to 
1*10,696,207 in 1921. Almost all of the exports of this kind was 
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sent to the United States, amounting in value* to ^10,677,322, 
as against 1*15,569,470 in 1920.

Ore dnd bullion.— The value of gold ore exported from the 
Islands during the year was 1*51,083, as compared with 1*20,500 
in 1920, or an increase of 149 per cent. The only country to 
which gold ore was sent is the United States. 

Gold bullion amounting in quantity to 108,968 ounces, valued 
at 1*2,610,292, was exported, of which 108,521 ounces, valued 
at 1*2,594,292, were sent to the United States and 447 ounces, 
valued at 1*16,000, to China. In 1920 the quantity sent to the 
United States was 92,317 ounces, valued at 1*2,323,386, while 
none was shipped to China. 

United States gold coins amounting to 1*11,000 were sent to 
Hongkong, and American silver money to the amount of 1*2,540 
was shipped to the United States. No American gold and silver 
coins were sent out of the country in 1920.

PROTESTS AND APPEALS 

The Board of Protests and Appeals in Manila received during 
the year 101 protests against the classification and appraisal 
of imported merchandise, collection of tonnage dues and stor- 
age charges, etc., in accordance with section 1370 of the Ad^ 

18816^ — 8 
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ministrative Code. Of this number 24 were overruled and 
denied, 4 dismissed, 27 sustained, and 46 were pending decision 
at the close of the year. Of the number overruled and denied 
not a single one was taken to the Court of First Instance on 
appeal. 

Similar protests were received by collectors of customs at 
subports of entry, the number acted upon and sent to this office 
on appeal and for review being 12. Six of the decisions of 
said collectors were affirmed, five reversed, and one pending at 
the close of the year. 

IMMIGRATION AND EMIGRATION 

There has been an increase in the passenger movement for 
the year over that the preceding year. A total of 26,538 persons 
arrived in, and 31,833 departed from, the Philippine Islands, 
both figures not including enlisted men and others attached to 
the military and naval forces of the United States. 

Of the total arrivals 3,662 were citizens of the United States, 
of whom 1,928 arrived from the continental United States, and 
1,734 from other countries. Filipinos arriving from abroad 
totalled 5,923, of whom 3,008 came from the United States and 
1,734 from other countries. There were 16,847 aliens arriving 
in the country, of whom 13,989 were Chinese, 874 Japanese, 
740 English, 505 Spanish, and other peoples in small numbers. 

Of the total departures 3,625 were American citizens, of 
whom 2,013 left for the continental United States and 1,612 
for other countries. Filipinos to the number of 9,196 left the 
country, of whom 7,762 departed for the United States and 
Hawaii, and 1,434 for other countries. The number of aliens 
leaving the Islands was 19,005, of whom 15,954 were Chinese, 
1,137 Japanese, 710 English, 567 Spanish, and other peoples in 
small numbers. 

There were 903 aliens debarred from admission into the 
country during the year, of whom 849 were Chinese, 43 East 
Indians, 6 English, 1 Japanese, 1 Portuguese, and 3 Malayans. 
Only Chinese and East Indians were deported under the various 
provisions of the Immigration and Opium Laws, the former 
numbering 164 and the latter 2. 

SEAMEN 

A total of 405 seamen were discharged in Manila during the 
year from American merchant vessels, as against 1,100 during 
1920. Of these seamen 221 were Americans, 169 Filipinos, 
14 Chinese, and 1 Japanese. A total of 112 of these seamen 
became destitute and were granted consular relief. The number 
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of destitute seamen seifl to Manila by American Consuls in 
nearby countries was 42. All of these destitute seamen left 
the country as members of the crew of American vessels bound 
for the United States, except 74 who were given transportation 
at the expense of the United States Government. Of the dis- 
charged seamen, 2 died in Manila during the year, their money 
and effects having been disposed of according to law. 

There were 135 Filipinos who obtained employment on Amer- 
ican vessels, 12 Chinese, and 1 Japanese. 

139 consular invoices and 377 invoices of returned American 
goods were issued by this office during the year. 

DOCUMENTATION AND LICENSING OF VESSELS 

A total of 251 vessels with an aggregate net tonnage of 
6,900.13 were newly documented in the coastwise and foreign 
trades and in the bay and river business. Of the vessels so 
documented in 1921, 87 were for the coastwise trade, tonnage 
3,235.06 (9 steam vessels, tonnage 39,931 and 78 sailing vessels, 
tonnage 2,835.75), 1 for the foreign trade, tonnage 1,129.93, 
and 163 for the bay and river business, tonnage 2,535.14. 

Coastwise licenses were issued to 925 vessels (162 steam ves- 
sels, tonnage 25,650.71 and 763 sailing vessels, tonnage 
26,656.64), and bay and river licenses to 1,976, with net tonnage 
amounting to 52,307.35 and 40,220.53, respectively. The number 
of vessels in commission during the year was 2,901, with a 
total net tonnage of 92,527.88. 

INSPECTION OF VESSELS 

As against 223 in 1920, a total of 491 vessels with an aggre- 
gate net tonnage of 58,675.21 were inspected by this office 
during the year in accordance with the requirements of navi- 
gation and steamboat inspection service. Of these 374 were 
steamers and 117 sailing vessels, as shown in the following 
tables :

SKCRKT SERVICE 

The result of a close surveillance of all ports of entry exer- 
cised during the year is the apprehension of violators of the 
customs, opium and immigration laws. Out of a total of 404 
cases 262 convictions were secured and 53 dismissed, the fines 
imposed in such cases aggregating f*58,331, with a total of 62 
years, 2 months, and 6 days' imprisonment.

PORT OF CEBU 

The trade of Cebu during the year amounted to 1*36,941,329, 
as compared with 1*38,462,091 in 1920, or a slight decrease of 
about two million pesos. This is due to the decrease in value 
of the articles imported into this port, the figures being 
1*7,225,958 in 1921, as against ¥9,090,365 in 1920. On the 
other hand the value of the articles exported from this port 
amounted to 1*29,715,371, which exceeds the value of those 
exported therefrom during the previous year, amounting to 
1*29,371,726. The foregoing figures show that, as was the case 
in 1920, the balance of trade was in favor of the port during 
the year under review. 

The principal articles imported into this port are as follows: 
kerosine oil, amounting in value to 1*1,589,696 (1*1,099,436 in 
1920) ; cotton goods, to 1*1,303,836 (1*1,370,434 in 1920) ; naph- 
thas and all other lighter products of distillation, to 1*1,175,585 
(1*1,041,337 in 1920) ; rice, to 1*1,232,967 (1*2,793,396 in 1920) ; 
iron and steel and manufactures thereof, to 1*335,760 (1*466,626 
in 1920) ; and other goods of smaller values. 

Four of the well-known Philippine products were exported 
from this port in large quantities, namely, copra, amounting 
in value to 1*13,105,374 against 1*4,899,094 in 1920; coco- 
nut oil, to 1*9,518,320 against ¥9,231,329 in 1920; hemp, to 
1*4,699,209 against ¥11,119,619 in 1920; and maguey, to 
¥1,261,129 against ¥879,475 in 1920. Only raw sugar was ex- 
ported from this port to the value of ¥451,968, as compared 
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with ^830,016 in 1920. Leaf tobacco was also exported, 
amounting to 1*442,844 in value, none having been exported 
therefrom during the previous year. Other exports from this 
port are insignificant. 

During the year under consideration there were 139 entrances 
of vessels engaged in the foreign trade, with a total net ton- 
nage of 393,346, and ,135 clearances of similar vessels repre- 
senting a total net tonnage of 390,670, as against 127 entrances 
of 300,718 net tons and 122 clearances of 297,244 net tons in 
1920. The coastwise movement resulted in 5,062 entrances and 
5,112 clearances, with a total net tonnage of 349,235 and 
344,103, respectively. 

The total customs collections of this port during the year 
amounted to 1*1,150,109.35, as against 1*886,983.74 in 1920, or 
an increase of 29.66 per cent. The increase is chiefly due to 
an increase in wharfage fees collected on cargo shipped to for- 
eign countries, and partly to the fact that only about 25 per 
cent of the imports during, the year originated in the United 
States and entered free of duty, while in 1920 nearly 50 per 
cent of the total imports came from the United States and en- 
joyed that privilege. Internal revenue taxes have also increased 
from a net total of 1*239,923.14 to 1*256,800.10 in 1921, the 
increase being largely due to increased importations of refined 
and manufactured mineral oils. 

PORT OF ILOILO 

The trade of Iloilo during the year amounted to 1*49,520,654, 
as compared with 1*80,424,491 in 1920, or an appalling decrease 
of 38 per cent. The decrease is due partly to a slight decrease 
in the- importations, the figures being 1*15,921,552 in 1921 and 
1*16,477,995 in 1920, and chiefly to the falling off in the price 
of local products exported, these amounting to only 1*33,599,102, 
whereas in 1920 the port registered 1*63,946,496 worth of goods 
exported. The foregoing figures, however, show that the bal- 
ance of trade was in favor of the port for both years. 

Only four of the articles imported into this port reached over 
a million pesos in value each, and they are follows: iron and 
steel and their manufactures, valued at ^6,653,72*4 (1*7,274,726 
in 1920) ; vehicles, including automobiles and their accessories, 
valued at 1*1,431,034 (1*436,388 in 1920) ; rice, valued at 
1*1,125,718 (^2,112,140 in 1920) ; and naphthas and all other 
lighter products of distillation, valued at ¥1,014,448 (¥165,487 
in 1920). Other notable imports are kerosene oil, amounting 
in value to 1*860,925 against 1*876,121 in 1920; cotton goods, 
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to 1*841,548, against 1*1,231,545 in 1920; and carabaos, to 
1*641,380, against 1*714,489 in 1920. 

The principal article exported from this port was sugar, 
amounting in value to 1*32,056,770. The cost of centrifugal 
sugar exported was 1*24,185,426, as compared with ^19,637,578 
exported during the previous year, while that of raw sugar 
was 1*7,871,344, which is far below the cost of that sent abroad 
in 1920, the latter having been valued at 1*44,157,634. Other 
notable exports from this port are copra, valued at ^790,750, 
none having been exported therefrom in 1920; lumber and 
timber, valued at 1*651,657, compared with only 1*61,904 in 
1920; and coconut oil, valued at f*50,00Q, as compared with 
but 1*6,500 exported during the previous year. 

During the year under consideration there were 146 entrances 
of vessels engaged in the foreign trade, showing a total net 
tonnage of 387,101, and 144 clearances of similar vessels 
representing a total net tonnage of 385,422, as against 141 
entrances of 307,713 net tons and 141 clearances of 310,866 
net tons in 1920. In the coastwise trade there were 6,612 
entrances and 6,648 clearances, with a total net tonnage of 
515,628 and 519,830, respectively. 

The total customs collections of this port amounted to 
1*1,235,977.50, as compared with 1*1,014,661.43 collected in 1920, 
or an increase of 21.81 per cent. The increase is accounted 
for by the fact that more dutiable goods were imported into 
this port than during the previous year, resulting in increased 
collections of import duties. It is also due to the fact that 
while the value of sugar exported from this port was less than 
that sent abroad in 1920, the latter was exceeded in quantity 
by the former in more than 60,000 tons, resulting in increased 
collections of wharfage dues. Internal revenue collections 
have also increased from 1*141,305.68 in 1920 to 1*220,526.82 
in 1921. The increase is due to increased importations of 
articles subject to internal revenue tax, such as mineral oils, 
playing cards, distilled spirits, etc. 

PORT OF JOLO 

The trade of Jolo during the year amounted to 1*1 ,292,950, 
as compared with 1*1,215,501 in 1920. The increase is due to 
the exports having exceeded in more than 1*100,000 those of 
the preceding year, the figures being 1*716,980 and 1*600,452, 
respectively. The comparative values of the articles imported 
into this port are 1*575,970 r in 1921 and 1*615,049 in 1920. 
The foregoing figures show that in the year under review the 
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balance of trade was in favor of this port, which is exceed- 
ingly gratifying in that with the exception of the year 1914 
this is the only time that a favorable trade balance has been 
registered in this port. 

Cotton cloths imported into this port during the year had 
the highest value among all other imported articles, having 
reached the amount of 1*304,819, as against 1*194,079 in 1920. 
Other goods imported were valued at less than ^50,000 each. 

The most notable among the articles exported was copra, 
the same having a value of 9*416,451, as compared with 
1*136,865 in 1920. Exports of fish and fish products were also 
notable in that the value thereof reached the amount of 
1*110,435, although less than that of similar exports in 1920 
which was valued at 1*152,293. Exports of mother of pearl 
shells amounted to 1*98,017 in value, as compared with 1*87,382 
in 1920, while those of green snail shells were valued at ^26,045, 
against 1*43,360 in 1920. Other exports from this port during 
the year were insignificant, though there were sent abroad 
1*12,938 worth of cordage and ^12,070 worth of raw sugar, 
compared with 1*8,307 and 1*13,916, respectively, in 1920. 

During the year under consideration there were 52 entrances 
of vessels engaged in the foreign trade, with a total net ton- 
nage of 30,215, and 50 clearances of similar vessels represent- 
ing a total net tonnage of 29,630, as against 54 entrances of 
27,367 net tons and 56 clearances of 28,157 net tons in 1920. 
The coastwise movement resulted in 95 entrances and 93 clear- 
ances, with a total net tonnage of 25,595 and 25,324, respectively. 

The total customs collections of this port during the year 
amounted to 1*127,415.05 as against 1*123,185.07 in 1920, or an 
increase of 3.44 per cent. The increase is chiefly due to in- 
creased exportations resulting in increased collections of wharf- 
age dues. It is also due to increased collections of duty on 
rice, there being a great difference in favor of 1921 between 
the amount of this cereal imported in that year and the amount 
imported in 1920. On the other hand, internal revenue taxes 
collected on imported articles decreased from ¥10,662.07 in 
1920 to 1*10,149.60 in 1921 due to a reduction in the importa- 
tions of articles subject to this tax. 

PORT OF ZAMBOANGA 

The trade of Zamboanga during the year amounted to 
9*2,933,115, as compared with 93,256,197 in 1920, or a decrease 
of 10 per cent. The decrease is due to the reduction in the 
volume of imports, these having reached the amount of 
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1*1,302,573, as against 1*2,343,307 in 1920. The difference is 
so great that it more than offset the difference between the 
1921 and 1920 exports, resulting in the decrease of the 
total trade. The exports for 1921 were valued at 1*1,630,542, 
whereas those for 1920 only amounted to 1*912,890. The bal- 
ance of trade, unlike the previous year, was in favor of the 
port during the year under review. 

The principal articles imported into this port are as follows: 
Kerosene oil, amounting in value to 1*433,198 (1*563,480 in 
1920) ; cotton goods, to 1*216,701 (1*485,088 in 1920) ; naphthas 
and all other lighter products of distillation, to 1*163,434 
(ip'304,746 in 1920) ; iron and steel and manufactures thereof, 
to P68,021 (1*139,145 in 1920) ; meat products, to 1*49,400 
(1*66,709 in 1920) ; wheat flour, to 1*35,815 (1*87,526 in 1920) ; 
and other articles of smaller values. 

In the export trade this port recorded an exportation of 
1*1,417,546 worth of copra, which is almost equal to the value 
of all the articles exported therefrom during the year. The 
value of the 1920 copra exports was only 1*245,981. Other ex- 
ports are lumber and timber, valued at 1*76,544, compared with 
1*127,285 in 1920; mother of pearl shells, valued at ¥=12,274, 
compared with 1*8,476 in 1920; and other articles of insigni- 
ficant values. 

During the year under consideration there were 59 entrances 
of vessels engaged in the foreign trade, with a total net ton- 
nage of 131,790, and 58 clearances of similar vessels represent- 
ing a total net tonnage of 131,760 as against 70 entrances of 
119,437 net tons and 71 clearances of 120,300 net tons in 1920. 
In the coastwise trade there were 1,476 entrances and 1,476 
clearances, with a total net tonnage of 157,135 and 158,260, 
respectively. 

Customs collections at this port decreased from 1*139,268.10 
in 1920 to 1*139,118.36. The decrease is chiefly due to the de- 
creased collections in import duties, particularly on articles im- 
ported from Singapore, Borneo, and Australia, the reduction 
in the collections from this source being so great that it offset 
the increased collections in wharfage dues on the exportations 
of copra. Internal revenue collections also decreased due to 
decreased importations of articles subject to this tax. 

BALABAC 

The trade of Balabac amounted to 1*40,609, of which ¥=23,984 
represented the value of imports and 1*16,625 the value of ex- 
ports the trade balance being against the port. Compared with 
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1920, when the trade amounted to 1*102,566, of which 1*62,754 
were imports and 1*39,812 exports, the decrease in the total 
trade is 60 per cent. 

Of the various articles imported into this port only cotton 
goods were of importance as to value which amounted to 
1*16,764, as compared with ¥=50,796 in 1920. The other articles 
imported are of insignificant value. 

Of the domestic goods exported, gum copal had the greatest 
value, amounting to 1*9,751, as compared with 1*29,602 in 1920. 
Other notable exports are shells, amounting in value to 1*3,038 
(¥=6,505 in 1920); ambergris, to 1*2,000 (none in 1920), and 
fish and fish products, to 1*1,122 (¥=1,437 in 1920). 

During the year under consideration there were 10 entrances 
of vessels engaged in the foreign trade, with a total net ton- 
nage of 151, and 11 clearances of similar vessels representing 
a total net tonnage of 161, as against 14 entrances and 13 
clearances in 1920, showing a total net tonnage of 251 and 209 
respectively. In the coastwise trade there were 34 entrances 
of 2,965 net tons and 33 clearances of 2,920 net tons. 

Due to the decrease in the trade of this port, customs collec- 
tions decreased from ¥=6,131.83 in 1920 to ¥=4,175.34 in 1921. 
For the same reason, internal revenue collections decreased 
from ¥=179.29 in 1920 to ¥=157.85 in 1921. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The following recommendations heretofore made are hereby 
reiterated : 

1. The revival of the Coast Guard Service which was estab- 
lished in 1901 and discontinued in April, 1918. This recom- 
mendation is of utmost importance in that it will provide the 
service with adequate means to protect the customs revenue, 
the assistance of vessels in distress, the enforcement of the 
navigation and immigration laws, and the suppression of illegal 
traffic in firearms and ammunition and of prohibited mer- 
chandise. 

2. The return to the Philippine Government by the British 
North Borneo Company of the Island of Baguan situated in 
latitude 6°-06'-20" N., longitude 118°-27'-30" E., and is one 
mile in length from north to south and one-half mile in breadth 
from east to west. It is understood that this island was ceded 
to the British North Borneo Company for temporary adminis- 
tration only. The use of this island as a vantage point and as 
a base of operation of customs cutters and launches fcxr the 
suppression of illegal traffic of opium indulged in by the Moros, 
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as well as the clandestine entrance of undesirable aliens into 
the southern islands in violation of the immigration laws, is 
paramount. 

3. The early completion of Pier 7 with a view to increasing 
the premises of the customs service for the handling of mer- 
chandise. Also, the construction of a pier road for the con- 
venience of passengers and tourists visiting this port, and the 
remodelling of Piers 3 and 5 to bring them up to the standard 
of modern piers. 

4. The closing of the entrance gap between the two break- 
waters in the Manila Harbor and the dredging of the south end 
of south breakwater to a- depth of at least thirty-five feet at 
mean low tide, the same to be the new entrance to the harbor. 

In addition to the above, the following recommendations are 
hereby made with a view to improving the customs service in 
the other ports of entry in the Islands : 

CEBU 

It is recommended that the north berthing sea wall be com- 
pleted and that the south berthing sea wall be dredged. Large 
vessels enter this port direct from foreign countries, and it 
would lead the foreign commerce of the port to a greater devel- 
opment if adequate docking facilities were offered to such 
vessels. 

ILOILO 

It is recommended that a dredger be detailed at Iloilo to 
dredge the first stretch of the Iloilo River to a depth of 
thirty feet. Enormous sums are being expended in the matter 
of loading sugar on foreign vessels, as the cargo must be loaded 
on scows and towed to the outer harbor for the reason that 
the said vessels are unable to enter into the river and load 
direct at the piers. 

In view of the announced intention on the part of the Phil- 
ippine Sugar Centrals Agency to dispatch vessels to Pulupandan 
and Talisay, Negros, for the loading of sugar from their centrals, 
it is recommended that beacons be installed at the above men- 
tioned places for the accommodation of shipmasters and pilots. 
It is also recommended that the black buoys now installed on 
the northern part of Refugio Island in the port of San Carlos, 
marking the northern entrance to that port, be substituted for 
a larger buoy with light so as to enable ships going to San 
Carlos to enter and clear at night time. According to infor- 
mation received from shipmasters, it has been found necessary 
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for them to rig their own lights at that places so as to avoid 
the delay in clearing from San Carlos. 

JOLO 

Attention is invited to the fact that the building and lot 
now occupied by the Jolo Custom House belong to the Prov- 
ince of Sulu. The provincial board of that province passed on 
on the latter part of 1920 a resolution transferring the ownership 
of this property to the Bureau of Customs on condition that 
the cost thereof be reimbursed to that province. The propo- 
sition did not then receive the approval of the Secretary, although 
he expressed a desire to have the acquisition of said property 
effected on a later date. I deem it essential at this time to 
recommend the purchase of this building and lot in order that 
the customs authorities may exercise complete control over the 
premises, thereby facilitating proper enforcement of customs 
laws and regulations and obviating possible conflict with provin- 
cial authorities. 

It is also recommended that the Jolo Wharf, which is now 
in a dilapidated condition, be repaired, and that each end of 
the same be extended to a length of one hundred and fifty feet. 
The present wharf can accommodate only one boat at a time, 
and it will therefore be seen that the delay a vessel has 
necessarily to undergo when another vessel is docked at the 
wharf is highly disastrous to the commerce of the port. 

ZAMBOANGA 

It is recommended that the dock at Zamboanga be extended 
on each end to a length of one hundred feet. This recommenda- 
tion is made for the reason expressed in the case of the wharf 
at Jolo. 

CONCLUSION 

Complete information and details concerning customs trans- 
actions and all articles of commerce will be found in the ap- 
pended statistical tables.
